The statu te of limitations for Nazi mu rderers, 
which was su pposed to go into effect this coming 
May 8 on the twentieth anniversary of the fail 
of Hitler, will almost certainly be extended tor 
live more Nears by the West German government 
when its u pper parliamentary hou se votes two 
day s I rom now, on April 9 , And, since organized 
killings by tile totalitarian State constitu te toe 
m ost despicable of crimes, nobody 
is going to 
weep over tile fact that a low u napprehended .\azi 
bu tchers will continu e to lead the lives of hu nted 
men. 
The gain for ju stice, however, may be at the 


J expense of a possible amplification of historical 
j knowledge of what happened to drive virtu ally a 
I whole people mad in the Nineteen Thirties. For 
if the twenty -y ear law had been allowed to stand, 
who 
knows 
what 
key 
witnesses 
wou ld 
have 
emerged 
rom the shadows to testify u nder im­ 
mu nity to the crimes of the Nazi Third Reich? 
In California there lives a man, Mladin Zaru - 
bica, who is convinced that ho talked with H itler’s 
my steriou s chief depu ty , M artin Bormann, in the 
Ty rolean Alps back in 19 46. Zaru bica is a con­ 
stru ction engineer with a dram atic imagination 
who lives, appropriately , in a hou se in Holly wood 
once owned by William de Mille. An ex-all-Pacific 
Coast football tackle at the University of Cali­ 
fornia at Los Angeles, where he teamed with 
Jackie Robinson, who broke the color bar in m ajor 
leagu e baseball, Mladin Zaru bica has a penchant 
for getting into athletic adventu res. He was bu ild­ 
ing Coca Cola plants in Bavaria for Jim Farley 
ju st after World W ar II when he met a talkative 
chamois hu nt gu ide who went by the single name 
of “Carlo.” This “Carlo” regaled Zaru bica with 
stories of the last day s of the H itler Reich that 
cou ld only have come from a privileged insider. 
One of the tales concerned the su ccess of a great 
Allied intelligence hoax, and it has been recently - 
recreated in an exciting book w ritten by Z aru ­ 
bica called “The Year of the R at.” Bu t the big 
story that Zaru bica is convinced “Carlo” might 
tell is the story of “Carlo” himself. For “Carlo,” 
as Zaru bica learned a long time later when he 
saw a pictu re taken by H itler’s official photogra­ 
pher, Hu go Jaeger, was obviou sly a dead ringer 
for Martin Bormann. 
Pu tting two and two together, Mladin Zaru - 
' bica offers it as a reasonable conjectu re that 
1 “Carlo.” or M artin Bormann, escaped from the 
Ty rol to O lina — and later to Sou th America — 
by one of tile several rou tes planned bv Bormann 
for the escape of Hitler himself. Of cou rse there 
is no real assu rance that any thing like this ever 
s actu ally did happen. Bu t the teasing aspect of 
Zaru bica’s theory is that if the statu te of lim ita­ 
tions for Nazi criminals is ever allowed to take 
effect, “Carlo” — or Martin B orm ann — 
wou ld 
su rely come ou t of hiding if ho is still alive. 
The reason I say this is that the chamois hu nt 
; gu ide who talked so loqu aciou sly to Mladin Z aru ­ 
bica is obviou sly a man who considers he has a 
du ty to history and to the claiification thereof. If 
amnestied by time. he wou ld “su rface’ pu rely for 
1 the sake of narrative. 
Then, too. “Carlo’ — Martin Bormann has a 
son, the Reverend Martin Adolf Bormann. a Ro­ 
man Catholic priest who was among the mis­ 
sionaries evacu ated last au tu m n from Stanley ­ 
ville in the Congo. The Reverend Bormann, who 
was converted to th? Roman Catholic faith in 
19 47, has no knowledge of his father’s fate. Bu t 
if Mal tin Bormann is still alive, he wou ld su rely 
try to make contact with his son if there were no 
death penalty attached to his reappearance. 
The “su rfacing” of Bormann will probably be­ 
come one of those fascinating “might-have-beens” 
once the u pper parliam entary hou se of West Ger­ 
many has approved the action of the lower hou se 
and extended the statu te of limitation deadline for 
Nazi criminals. This is as it shou ld be: su ch con­ 
temporary - tyra n ts a s Mao Tse-tu ng and Castro 
shou ld bo kept on notice that mass killings by 
organized states are the most horrible of crimes.

! have su ffered a 50 per cent loss of lu ng capacity . 
A man with emphy sema has to breathe twice 
as mu ch air as a normal man to get the same 
am ou nt of oxy gen. 
The mu cou s that accu mu - 
; lates in the lu ngs interferes with the clearing o f ' 
the airway s by tho action of the hairlike cilia 
! that normally keep secretions moving toward the 
throat. 
Fu rtherm ore the longer thg excess se­ 
cretions are retained, the greater the chance of 
a chronic infection developing in the lu ngs. 
In the treatment o f this disease the v ictim 
sho uld be enco uraged to sto p smo king. 
If this 
pro v es difficult o r impo ssible, much go o d can be 
do ne by teaching him to smo ke witho ut inhaling. 
I he earlier the disease is reco gnized and pro per 
treatm ent is started, tile better the chances fo r 
impro v ement. 
Proper treatm ent inclu des the u se of anti­ 
biotics to clear u p any infection that may be 
present and dru gs to dilate the bronchi. Seda­ 
tives shou ld be avoided. 
Some doctors have in­ 
trodu ced tu bes into the larger bronchi and ap­ 
plied su ction. 
This is a tediou s process bu t some 
victims have obtained lasting relief from it. 
Althou gh emphy sema is a seriou s disease it is 
not a hopeless one. 
However the best “cu re” is 
not to catch it.
